Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  eighth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  of  Dorchester  for  the  year 
1957.  It  is  written  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Of  the  infectious  diseases,  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  again 
prevalent  this  year,  Measles  commenced  in  April,  nine  months  after  the 
last  appearance.  The  Whooping  Cough  notifications  numbered  54p  compared 
with  50  last  year.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  wore  no  cases  of 
Food  Poisoning  or  Poliomyelitis  notified. 

One  important  feature  regarding  infectious  diseases,  was  the 
continuation  of  the  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  and  the  response 
has  been  good.  During  the  year,  525  children  born  in  the  years  1947 
to  1956,  have  been  immunised. 

An  outbreak  of  Influenza  started  in  October  and  quickly  spread  to 
the  villages  from  the  neighbouring  borough.  The  school  children  were 
first  to  be  involved. 


Nine  cases  of  Anthrax  affecting  pigs  v/as  reported.  The  necessary 
disinfectidn>^  and  destruction  of  the  animals  was  dealt  v/ith  by  the  police. 
No  futher  cases  occurred. 


There  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  notification  of  Tuberculosis 
affecting  the  lungs  and  it  is  equally  distributed  in  both  sexes;  it  is  to 
be  noted  that  three  of  these  cases  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age 
and  six  in  persons  over  55.  I wou].d  like  to  stress  here,  the  importance  of 
elderly  persons  attending  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  because  it  is  thought 
that  one  of  the  main  sour cos  of  infection  is  in  the  elderly  persons  who  have 
had  a chronic  cough  for  years  and  think  it  is  only  bronchitis,  yet  they  may 
be  spreading  Tuberculosis  to  their  own  family  unlcnowingly. 


The  number  of  animals  killed  at  the  Ghickerell  abattoir  is  increasing 
steadily  each  month,  the  figu-re  for  the  month  of  December  was  2,391  compared 
with  1,412  for  January;  the  proportion  of  cattle  to  other  animals  is  high,

which  increases  the  time  necessary  for  inspection* 

The  total  number  of  animals  killed  for  the  last  three  years  were:- 

1955  - 551  (part  year)  1956  - 18,956  1957  - 23,922 

The  Housing  Survey  is  going  on  slowly  but  methodically.  The  restriction 
of  the  building  programme  because  of  financial  reasons,  though  to  be  regretted 
may  help  a little  in  that  a more  complete  picture  will  be  available  when 
building  restarts. 

There  are  still  a number  of  old  people  living  in  unsuitable  houses  and 
reconditioning  of  houses  for  the  use  of  old  people,  v;ould  be  a ■worth  while 
effort  during  this  lull. 

It  is  again  to  the  credit  of  the  Council  that  a further  82  Improvement 
Grants  were  approved  during  the  year. 

Reports  on  Smoking  and  Cancer,  Accidents  in  the  Home  and  use  of  Fire- 
guards, were  made  to  the  Public  Health  Committee, 

Talks  and  films  on  Clean  Food  and  Vaccination  were  given  to  groups  of 
children  who  were  soon  leaving  sclfjjool, 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  continued  help  of  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Council  during  the  year  and  my  colleagues  on  the  staff, 
especially  Mr,  Rawlins  and  the  rest  of  the  Public  Health  staff  for  their 
support.
